Also products of the 
factory are damaged 
when transported along 
the road and the company 
requests the council to 
smooth the surface of the 
road and that action be 
taken to eliminate the 
dust problem. 


In suggesting an in- 
spection of the area, Cr. 
J. 3. Ginifer made 
several observations. Ii 
the factory is properly 
constructed, how does 
ithe dust get in? If the 

dust gets in so easily, so 
must the cold winter winds. 

Have the employees been 
inoculated against ASIAN 
FLU? How do the em- 
ployees put up with it? 

“On second thoughts,” Cr. 
Ginifer asked, “how do we 
know the dust is from the 
road? This road is used by 
the Footscray Quarry Trucks 
and with the wind blowing 
in the right direction, the dust 
could be blown off the trucks 
into the factory.” He sug- 
gested they inspect the road 
on a windy day. 

. Expressing his concern at 
the complants from factories 
in this area Cr. W. G. Cresser 
said the inspection should be 
as soon as possible and coun- 
cillors agreed to this.

ALTONA PRIMARY SCHOOL No. 3923 - The Oldest School in the Shire 


Mr. Borrack became the first head master in 
1921. The Progress Hall was used for all types of 
entertainments and the environment was not the 


best for educational pursuits. 


Increasing numbers 


made several expedients necessary. Two classrooms 
were formed by hanging a tarpaulin across the hall. 

A class was held in a room with lattice sides. 
All right when fine, but in wet weather 


Other classes were held in 


what later became known 


as Parham’s Hall at the corner of Pier Street and The 


Espianade. 
In 1922 the move to 


the present site in Blyth 


Street was made. The school was officially opened 
by Sir Alexander Peacock on November 28, 1922. 
The enrolment was then 70. 


Mr. Borrack _ retired 


in 1930. The number in| '™8 mutual interests 


the school had by then 
reached 300, at present it 
is around 640. At that 
time the building had al- 
ready been enlarged from 
four to seven rooms. 
Since then it has been 
progressively increased to 
16 classrooms, apart from 
pavilions and other 
amenities. - 

The schools development in 
other aspects has perhaps 
been even more dramatic. The 
first head master would be 
amazed, and we think deligh- 
ted, at the progress made in 
other directions. 

The increases for instance 
in mechanical and visual aids 
including radio, public ad- 
dress system, 2 tape recorder, 
television, film strips, movie 
films; a library such as he 
could not have visualized and 
modern teaching ideas, which 
really seek to give true mean- 
ing to the word education, are 
accepted as matters of course. 

The school is graded as a 
Special, That is the highest 
class of Primary School in 
the State. Apart from the 
usual curriculum, attention is 
also given to certain tech- 
niques, some of an experimen- 
tal nature and some of which 
have just about passed this 
stage. 

The Cuisenaire method of 
teaching mathematics is be- 
ing increasingly practised in 
various schools and demon- 
strations of its use are given 
by the Altona School to 
teachers from other areas. 

Differential teaching which 
aims to cater for the above 
and below average scholars in 
the class is being experi- 
mented with—with, as yet, but 
limited success. 

Sequential reading almost 
beyond the experimental stage 
seekS to encourage reading 
according to the capacity and 
tastes of the child. The school 
is one of 30 selected-for the 
use of Experimental TV, Re- 
ports are made on the relative 
suitability of certain pro- 
grammes before their general 
Telease.- 

The teaching staff of 18 

is headed by Mr. G. H. L. 

Treyvaud (now in his 

seventh year with the 

school), Mr. N. A. Solomon, 
deputy head master, and 

Miss A. M. Ridsdale, infant 

mistress. 

A successful school needs 
the interest and co-operation 
and help of the parents. This 
has been received in full 
measure. A school committee 
of 12 elected members (six 
retiring every second year) 
administers and  disburses 
funds raised for school pur- 
poses. It places much reliance 
on a direct giving scheme 
which raises about £260 per 
annum. 

President Mr. E. Bertram 
has given long service. Mr. 
N. Scott is secretary and Mr. 
G. Deegan treasurer. Mrs, L. 
Carruthers was secretary for 
many years, 

‘The Mothers’ Club has been 
ever consistent in its help. 
Some £200 per annum is con- 
tributed to the Committee 
funds. The president is Mrs. 
Cronin; secretary, Mrs, S. 
Danger, and treasurer Mrs. 
M. Walker. The long service 
of Mrs, Orchard has not been 
unnoticed. 

The Education Department 
up fo certain limits subsidizes 
all moneys expended, that is; 
£1 for’'£1 on library and 
equipment; £2 for £1 on furni- 
ture..In six years over £4000 
has been spent by the Com- 
mittee on library and equip- 
ment. Of this £2700 was raised 
by local efforts. The library 
in particular is greatly in- 
debted to Altona industry for 
substantial aid. 


The obvious need of foster- 
tween 
parents and teache 5 led 
to the Parents an ers 
Association. In the i Sec | 
tion two afternoons a year | 
are devoted to a form of open 
day where parents meet the 
teachers and see samples of 
work and teaching practice. 

In the senior school on three 
nights of the year parents 
meet the teachers in their 
classrooms and discuss their 
mutual interest, the child. 

A most valuable behind the 
scenes work is that of the 
School Aides. Here help is- 
given in various ways, such 
as, assisting in preparing 
teaching material for infant 
grades, typing, duplicating &c. 
One or two spend long hours 
in the library. Lawns are 
mowed and other odd jobs 
performed as required. 


Mr. Treyvaud is most 
enthusiastic about the 
work of the Committee, 
Mothers’ Club and School 
Aides. Much of what the’ 
school has achieved could 
not have been attempted 
without their interest and 
support. He is also grate- 
ful at the increasing at- 
tendances at Parents and 
Teachers Association 
meetings. 

The standard of religious 
instruction in the school is 
such that every class has 
regular sessions. 

The usual practice of house 
teams has been. pursued under 
the names of Flinders, Bass, 
a Cook and Tasman. Sport 
plays a fitting place. Under 
the control of the Williams- 
town and Altona Sports As- 
sociation, Primary Schools of 
that area, together with 
Laverton, compete annually. 
Shields are given for football, 
cricket, basketball, and soft-, 
ball. “Swimmers attend the 
Williamstown. Baths for train- 
ing. 

‘First. things first has app- 
arently been the policy of the 
past and present committees. 
The available funds have been 
devoted strictly to the well 
being and education of the 
scholars. More money, for 
instance, could have been 
"spend on school surroundings. 
The present neat garden and 
lawn could be improved. More 
trees could be planted (though 
here yandalism has been a 
handicap). The grounds are 
ample, They are surfaced 
where necessary, partly 
gravelled and the remainder 
in a natural state. There is a 
cricket pitch and other sports 
facilities and playground 
equipment. Pavilions and 
conveniences are adequate for 
normal use. Seen from Blyth 
Street the school, fronted by 
gardens and lawns has a 
pleasing aspect. However, a 
backyard impression is gained 
by a view from the Railway 
Street side of the fencing and 
grounds, 

The same can be seen at 
the Government level, The 
department has given prefer- 
ence to the building of neces- 
sary classrooms. Funds as 
yet available make the pro- 
‘vision of certain desirable ac- 
cessory buildings a dream of 
the future. 

An art and handcraft 
room, a central library (the 
extent and detail of the 
existing library books and 
records make this aknost 
essential) and a fil ~- 
jection room are netdea:
